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Student Union Is Big Project 


Active Support 
Of Hartnell Is 


New Inspiration 


With the advent of active public 
support of Hartnell College, the 
drive for a student union has been 
reawakened. New plans are being 
made for fund-raising, and new 
groups are becoming active in the 
move for a student union. Because 
of this, the Panther Sentinel feels 
it is necessary for the students and 
supporters of Hartnell’ to be ac- 
quainted with the story of the 
Student Union Committee past and 
present as well as with future con- 
siderations. 

When Hartnell moved. to_ its 
‘present location in 1937, it was 
realized that. the recreational fa- 
cilities were sadly lacking. Alpha 
Gamma Sigma and the Commission 
began a campaign for a student 
union then, and have been active 
supporters since that time. 

The first actual Student Union 
Committee was appointed by Mr. 
John Lemos, president of Hartnell, 
on’ November 28, 1947. Since that 
time, the group has been in 
charge of making plans to acquire 
a student union and to handle the 
problem of finance. 

The committee consists of two 
faculty members, two members of 
the alumni association, the Student 


Body President, and the Commis- 
sioner of Finance. The present 
Student Union Committee is un- 
der the chairmanship of Doctor 
Luella Hall, and includes Mr. Gam- 
mons, -Firmin Gryp, who is presi- 
dent of the Alumni Association, 
Ada Bassi, who is secretary of the 
Alumni Association, President Ken 
Van Cleave, and David Lewis, Com- 
missioner of Finance. Doctor Hall 
has been chairman since the com- 
mittee began, and Mr, Cassady has 
been active with the group until 
this year when Mr. Gammons re- 
placed him. 

The money which the commit- 
tee has received has been through 
surplus funds from the bookstore 
and Associated Students, dances, 
club contributions, through the 
Spring Carnival, individual gifts, 
graduation gifts, and faculty gifts. 
The total amount raised in this 
manner has been $1,860.82. With 
this sum, the committee took over 
the. task of furnishing the tempo- 
rary student lounge which has, been 
in. use since fall of 1951. Miss Mil- 
dred Novotny ,and Mr. Leon Amyx 
assisted the committee. The total 
cost of the furnishings, including 
the television set, for the lounge 
was $1,145.46; this expenditure 
then left only $715.36 in the Stud- 
ent Fund, which is the present 
amount. 

This year, with the awakend in- 


terest of the townspeople in Hart- 
nell, the drive for funds is being 
undertaken in earnest. The original 
Student Union Committee is work- 
ing with a new committee consist- 
ing of other faculty members, rep- 
resentatives from the Interclub 
Council, and other student repre- 
sentatives. The two commixtees sre 
working together this year for the 
putpose of deciding on plans to 
follow for promotion of both in- 
terest and funds for the Student 
Union. 

“It has been 'the aim of the com- 
mittee from the beginning,” states 
Dr. Hall, “to secure the proper 
type of student union and raise 
money for the furnishing. The 
building itself will be supplied 
from the school district. We are 
confident that a large support will 
be received from the community 
now.” 

President Lemos has expressed 
the opinion that with the increased 
enrollment this year, and _pros- 
pects for an even larger one next 
year, the need for a student union 
is becoming more and more pro- 
nounced. 

The committees will be working 
together in order to speed up the 
drive for funds. Hartnell College 
Week this year will have the Stud- 
ent Union as its theme.
